The chief educational

officer shall have all of the powers and duties of a

school district superintendent under this Code and

such other duties as may be assigned by the Panel, in

accordance with this Code. The district shall not

thereafter employ a superintendent during the period

that a chief educational officer is serving in the

district. The chief educational officer shall hold a

certificate with a superintendent endorsement issued

under Article 21 of this Code.".
